We  have  supplied  plant  materials  to  a  great  many  satisfied  customers  for  many  years,  through¬ 
out  the  northwest,  including  practically  all  the  show  places,  both  public  and  private,  as  well  as 
the  more  modest  gardens,  and  believe  that  the  ever  increasing  patronage  is  in  a  great  measure 
due  to  the  high  quality  of  our  plants,  together  with  the  service  rendered. 

All  of  our  plants  are  grown  from  the  highest  quality  tested  seeds,  and  are  propagated  from 
healthy,  clean  stock  plants,  by  the  most  experienced  growers,  and  our  constant  effort  is  to  produce 
the  finest  plants  possible. 

The  size  plants  offered  are  in  just  the  right  condition  for  transplanting.  Potted  plants  with 
a  fine  ball  of  roots  will  produce  results  much  sooner  than  weak  seedlings,  and  a  great  deal  more 
pleasure  will  be  derived  from  the  garden  when  planted  with  the  proper  plants. 

ORDERING  AND  TIME  OF  SHIPPING 

It  is  desirable  to  place  orders  early  to  assure  getting  select  stock  and  also  to  avoid  stock  being 
sold  out.  We  grow  all  varieties  in  large  quantities,  but  cannot  anticipate  unusual  demands  for 
every  kind. 

Unless  definitely  instructed  otherwise  we  will  use  our  best  judgment  in  sending  orders  at  proper 
time,  depending  on  weather  conditions  and  forecasts. 

Rush  orders  will  be  given  all  possible  attention,  but  plant  orders  should  reach  us  24  hours  or 
more  before  shipping  time.  ON  SUNDAYS  AND  HOLIDAYS  we  have  no  mail  deliveries.  Letters 
and  orders  mailed  to  reach  us  on  those  days  should  be  mailed  “Special  Delivery”  and  thus  avoid 
disappointment  and  delay.  If  the  order  is  urgent  and  there  is  any  doubt  about  it  reaching  us  in 
time,  you  had  better  telegraph  or  telephone. 

HOW  TO  SHIP 

Shipments  can  be  sent  by  freight  safely  where  the  distance  is  not  too  great.  We  would  not 
advise  freight  shipments  where  the  time  in  transit  exceeds  three  days.  Freight  rates  are  usually 
much  less,  from  one-third  to  one-half  that  of  express  rates.  Truck  line  shipments  are  now  quite 
satisfactory,  and  we  deliver  shipments  to  either  St.  Paul  or  Minneapolis  Terminals.  We  advise 
that  the  small  order  or  single  specimen  plant  be  sent  by  express  because  of  better  service  and  where 
the  minimum  charge  is  about  the  same. 

In  ordering  please  state  how  you  wish  order  shipped,  whether  by  Express,  Truck  or  Freight. 
When  not  so  advised  we  will  use  our  best  judgment. 

All  plants  ready  for  shipment  May  15th  unless  otherwise  noted. 

PACKING  CHARGES 

To  pack  and  send  out  plants  properly,  so  as  to  reach  destination  in  the  best  possible  condition 
requires  skilled  packers  as  well  as  packing  material.  Because  of  the  expense  of  packing  we  are 
obliged  to  make  an  extra  charge  for  packing  orders  amounting  to  less  than  $1.50.  Orders  for  50c 
and  under  packing  charges  are  10c  extra,  orders  for  50c  to  75c  packing  charges  15c  extra,  orders 
over  75c  to  $1.00  packing  charges  20c  extra,  on  orders  over  $1.00  and  less  than  $1.50  packing 
charges  25c  extra.  On  All  Orders  Amounting  to  $1.50  or  More  There  is  No  Extra  Charge. 

Exceptions  to  packing  charges  will  be  found  noted. 

All  bedding  plants  will  be  taken  out  of  pots  and  wrapped  carefully  in  paper;  for  shipping  this 
reduces  weight  and  cost  of  transportation  as  well. 

Bedding  plants  shipped  in  pots  require  special  packing  and  more  packing  material,  and  to 
cover  this  additional  cost  a  10%  addition  to  the  price  of  the  plants  will  be  charged.  This  does  not 
aPPly  Decorative  or  House  Plants  and  which  are  not  intended  for  transplanting  into  the  garden.

Water  Lilies  and  Aquatic  Plants 

Lily  pools  and  water  gardens  are  now  the  most  popular  and  desirable  feature  that  one  finds  about  the  home  grounds. 
The  interest  in  water  gardening  has  increased  greatly  in  a  few  seasons,  and  while  many  of  these  gardens  are  only  large 
tubs  or  cut  down  barrels  they  add  variety  and  pleasure  as  well.  The  larger  pool  where  a  number  of  lilies  in  different 
colors  and  other  aquatics  are  planted  is  most  desirable  where  space  and  means  permit,  but  even  a  small  pool  with  only 
one  or  two  lilies  will  repay  the  little  effort  required  in  constructing  it. 

We  do  want  to  caution  against  building  the  pool  too  small,  nearly  everyone  that  has  a  lily  pool  either  has  rebuilt 
it  to  hold  more  plants,  or  wishes  that  it  had  been  made  large  enough  in  the  first  place.  The  reason  for  this  is  without 
question  the  fascination  in  water  gardening  and  too,  the  ease  with  which  it  may  be  cared  for  after  the  pool  is  finished. 

Water  lilies  are  easily  and  successfully  grown,  even  by  those  who  have  had  no  previous  experience.  By  following 
simple  directions,  they  are  as  easy  to  grow  as  the  most  ordinary  garden  plant.  After  planting  they  practically  do  not 
need  any  care,  except  to  replenish  water  in  the  pool. 

If  the  following  instructions  are  followed  no  difficulty  should  be  encountered  in  growing  lilies  successfully. 

CULTURE  OF  WATER  LILIES 

The  important  requirements  for  the  best  success  is  a  sunny  exposure  as  lilies  will  bloom  more  freely  with  plenty  of 
sunshine.  The  proper  depth  of  water  is  important  too;  most  lilies  should  be  placed  in  the  pool  at  a  depth  that  will 
keep  the  top  of  the  plant  from  six  to  twelve  inches  below  the  water  surface.  Twenty-four  inches  deep  makes  the  most 
satisfactory  pool,  this  allows  twelve  inches  or  more  for  the  tub,  or  the  soil,  though  they  will  thrive  in  either  deeper 
or  shallower  water. 

Tubs  and  Boxes — The  proper  size  of  the  box  or  tub 
depends  somewhat  upon  the  size  of  the  pool.  The  box 
or  tub  need  not  be  more  than  12  inches  deep  or  even  less 
as  the  roots  of  water  lilies  extend  laterally  rather  than 
downward.  The  diameter  should  be  as  great  as  possible 
so  as  to  allow  plenty  of  root  action.  While  a  lily  will  do 
fairly  well  in  a  box  or  tub  12  inches  in  diameter  it  will 
thrive  better  if  planted  in  wider  boxes,  providing  the 
size  of  the  pool  permits. 

Soil  and  Planting — Any  good  loam  may  be  used  but 
lilies  require  fertilizer.  Well-rotted  cattle  manure  is  pref¬ 
erable,  about  1  part  manure  to  4  parts  soil  is  about  the 
right  proportion;  this  should  be  well  mixed  together. 

Commercial  fertilizer  of  any  standard  brand  or  plain 
bone  meal  well  mixed  with  the  soil  before  planting  will 
produce  luxuriant  growth,  from  to  1  pound  of  com¬ 
mercial  fertilizer  to  each  tub,  depending  on  the  size,  may 
be  used. 

When  planting  leave  enough  space  to  cover  the  soil 
with  coarse  sand  or  fine  gravel,  this  will  serve  to  keep  the 
water  cleaner  by  preventing  the  loose  soil  from  being 
stirred  up  and  roiling  it. 


Care  of  Plants — As  already  stated  lilies  are  grown  with 
ease.  Keep  the  water  at  a  constant  level  by  replenishing 
it  as  often  as  necessary.  It  will  be  well  to  run  in  water 
occasionally  to  the  extent  of  overflowing  as  this  will  serve 
to  cleanse  the  pool  and  clear  the  water,  also  preventing 
algae  from  accumulating. 

Planting — Have  the  tubs  prepared  and  ready  to  put 
plants  into  when  they  arrive.  Care  must  be  used  so  as 
not  to  allow  the  tender  growth  to  become  dry  as  this  will 
injure  the  plant.  All  our  plants  are  well  started  in  pots 
and  should  be  transferred  to  their  permanent  place  at 
once.  In  case  this  is  not  possible  cover  plants  with  wet 
burlap  or  other  moist  material. 

Delivery — Water  lilies  and  other  aquatic  plants  should 
not  be  set  out  until  steady  warm  weather  has  arrived 
and  danger  of  chilling  is  past.  From  June  1st  to  10th  in 
our  locality  is  usually  the  best  time.  All  the  plants 
listed  will  be  ready  May  15th,  but  we  recommend  waiting 
to  set  them  out  as  chilling  is  apt  to  injure  them. 
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Hardy  Nymphaeas  or  Water  Lilies 


We  offer  here  a  very  complete  list  of  these  lilies.  All 
our  plants  are  well  started  and  growing  in  pots  all  ready 
to  transplant  without  check  or  setback.  The  plants 
listed  under  this  heading  are  all  of  the  hardy  type,  but 
except  for  one  or  two  kinds  they  must  be  given  protection 
in  winter.  All  hardy  lilies  are  day  bloomers,  opening 
early  in  the  morning  and  closing  every  afternoon.  Most 
kinds  open  four  and  five  days  in  succession  and  after 
getting  well  established  should  have  several  blooms  each 
day. 

Please  Note: — 

There  is  no  hardy  blue  water  lily.  Blue  flowering  lilies 
will  be  found  under  the  heading  of  Tender  Lilies  on 
following  page. 

Attraction — The  color  of  this  fine  lily  is  a  brilliant 
carmine  suffused  with  garnet  red,  and  bright  orange 
center  that  contrasts  beautifully.  Very  large  flowers 
and  free  flowering.  Strong  plants  $2.00  each. 

Aurora — This  is  one  of  the  Chameleon  lilies,  changing 
colors  as  the  flower  develops.  The  flowers  open  creamy 
yellow,  deepening  through  orange  red  to  dark  red  as  the 
flowers  age.

TROPICAL  DAY  BLOOMING  LILIES 

The  tropical  or  tender  lilies  are  of  the  most  rapid 
growing  and  free  flowering  of  all  lilies.  Strong  plants 
will  produce  flowers  during  the  entire  season  and  in  great 
profusion,  often  with  several  flowers  in  bloom  continuous¬ 
ly  from  early  until  the  last  of  the  season. 

They  come  in  great  variety  both  in  color  and  form  of 
bloom.  Many  are  “star”  shaped  and  others  of  the  cup 
type.  The  colors  come  mostly  in  the  reds  and  blues  with 
few  exceptions.  There  are  no  blues,  except  in  this  class, 
or  Tropical  lilies. 

They  are  quite  fragrant  to  a  greater  or  less  extent, 
some  even  producing  a  fragrance  that  is  discernible  at  a 
distance. 

Tropical  lilies  enjoy  a  rich  soil  more  than  the  hardy 
kind,  and  may  be  fertilized  more  when  being  planted. 
Give  them  as  much  root  room  as  possible  as  they  will  fill 
a  large  tub  or  box  very  quickly. 

Tropical  lilies  should  never  be  set  out  until  the  weather 
is  warm.  If  subjected  to  cold  or  a  chill  they  are  apt  to 
get  a  setback,  if  not  killed. 

Storing  tender  lilies  over  winter  requires  more  care 
than  the  hardy  lilies.  They  must  be  kept  in  water  and 
the  safest  way  is  to  store  them  in  the  greenhouse,  or 
when  this  is  difficult  they  may  be  placed  in  tubs  of  water 
and  kept  in  an  airy  basement.  When  either  of  these  is 
difficult,  we  recommend  purchasing  new  young  plants 
each  year,  as  these  are  more  vigorous  and  will  give  greater 
satisfaction  as  well  as  better  results. 

Blue  Triumph — Beautiful  sky  blue  flowers  of  immense 
size.

This  title  for  these  beautiful  and  fascinating  lilies  is  a 
misnomer,  as  the  caption  NIGHT  BLOOMING  does 
them  an  injustice  when  it  implies  that  their  blooming  time 
is  during  the  night  only.  This  is  not  true  as  they  open 
toward  early  evening  and  do  not  start  to  close  until  noon 
the  following  morning.  On  cloudy  days,  and  the  latter 
part  of  the  season  the  flowers  remain  open  nearly  the 
entire  day. 

Every  water  garden  should  have  one  or  more  of  these 
lilies.  On  the  average  the  flowers  are  larger  and  more 
exotic  in  appearance  than  the  hardy  types  and  are  quite 
distinct  in  form. 

They  are  rapid  growers  and  very  free  flowering.  They 
need  plenty  of  room  to  expand  in,  and  are  best  adapted 
to  the  larger  pools. 

Dentata — A  fine  white  variety  with  flowers  8  to  10 
inches  in  diameter.  $1.00  each.
